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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The outstanding claim objection is withdrawn in light of applicant's amendment filed 
8/11/2006. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior office action. 

3. No new grounds of rejection are set forth below. Thus, the following action is properly 
made final. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. Claims 1, 4, 5, and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Patel 
etal(US 6,528,572). 

The rejection is adequately set forth in paragraph 5 of Office action mailed 5/1 1/2006 and 
is incorporated here by reference. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 8/1 1/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Specifically, applicant argues (A) that Patel et al does not disclose a charge decay 
time of 1 to 5 seconds for a charge decay of 1,000 V to 5 V and (B) that the inventive and 
comparative data of the specification as originally filed are sufficient to establish unexpected 
properties of the present invention. 

With respect to argument (A), Patel et al discloses that there is a residual voltage of less 
than 5 volts when measured after 8 seconds after application of a charge greater than about 1000 
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volts. It is the examiner's position that the range of up to 8 seconds overlaps with the presently 
claimed range of 1 to 5 seconds. Furthermore, it is considered that the presently claimed charge 
decay time is intrinsic to the composition obtained by Patel et al when either 
polyetheretherketone and polyetherimide are combined with Patel et al's carbon fibrils given that 
a composition and its properties are inseparable. 

With respect to argument (B), while the data of the specification is reasonably 
commensurate in scope with the claimed invention, the comparison made between nano- and 
micron-sized fiber diameters is not a suitable comparison to the closest prior art of Patel et al, 
which only teaches nano-sized fiber diameters. Should applicant establish criticality for 
polyetheretherketone or polyetherimide in a transport and storage carrier, such data would be an 
appropriate comparison to the closest prior art.
